The Ann; Medical Library. 


Both library and museum date their 


existence from tbe late civil war, whose 
horrors and sufferings prompted a pro- 
found study of military medicine and 
surgery. In 1862, Surgeon General Ham- 
mond directed all medical officers of 
the army "to collect and forward to tbe 
office of tbe surgeon general all speci- 
mens of morbid anatomy, surgical or 
medical, which may be regarded as 
valuable, together with projectiles and 
foreign bodies removed, and sncli other 
matters as mny prove of interest " The 
office of tbe surgeon general possessed 
about 350 books on medical subjects at 
that time, when congress legislated to 
appropriate $0,000 yearly for tha par- 
chase of reference books to be used in 
tbe compilation of the "Medical and 
Surgical History of the War." In 1865. 
Dr. John S Billings, U S A., was 
placed in charge of tbe embryo enter- 
prise aud his wide, grasping mind in- 
stantly seized this opportunity to lay 
the foundation of a national medical 
library The success of this scheme, un- 
der his energetic administration as 
curator for SO years has been phenom- 
enal 


Since April, 1S97, Dr. J C Merrill 


has been in charge of the library, which 
at present contains on its shelves 130,- 
000 volumes of bound books, and more 
than 200,000 pamphlets, besides a valu- 
able collection of atlases of plates and 
engravings, and is acknowledged to be 
"tbe most complete collection of medi- 
cal literature m the world."-—Godey's 
Magazine.

rixbt was a fort and signal station. As 
the American ships entered the Sp-tu- 
ish were Firfualiug in a lively manner, 
apparently notifying the Spanish ships 
which were in the harbor, the Juan 
Jorge, two smaller gunboats aud an 
armored launch. 


Ae the Wasp and Leydei rounded 


the point the fort fired a dozen shots, 
none of whi»h came uear them aud 
they returned the fire. 


Almost immediately the .Spaniards 


deserted the fort and ran. While the 
Toptkii continued to fire her three- 
pounder, the Spaniards kept on run- 
ning. 


In the meanwhile the Wasp and 


L-ydeu had t«keti up a position on the 
northwestern portion of the harbor and 
opened fire aoroaa the water itt the 
Juaii Jorice 
Her position WHS about

No individual holding any office of 


profit or emolument under the laws of 
the Uuited States or of any State is 
eligible to tbe position of referee, ex- 
cept Commissioners of Deeds, Justices 
of tbe Peace, Masters in Chancery and 
Notaries Public. As many referees 
may be appointed as are necessary to 
assist in expediting business pending 
ia courts of bankruptcy. 


One who petitions to have another 


declared bankrupt must give a bond 
for all costs and damages, counsel fees 
to be flxed by the court, and paid to 
the respondent in case che action fails. 


Any person who owes a debt, except 


a corporation, is entitled to the bene- 
fits of 
voluntary bankruptcy. 
Any 


natural person, except a wnge-earner or 
a person engaged chiefly in farming or 
the tillage of tbe soil, and unincorpo- 
rated company, and any incorporation 
engaged principally in manufacturing, 
trading, printing, publishing or mer- 
cantile pursuits owing debts to tbe 
amount of $1,01)0 or over, may b« ad- 
judKod an insolvent bankrupt. Part 
nerslnps and private bankers, but not 
national btnks or banks incorporated 
under State or Terriiorlal laws, may be 
Adjudged involuntary bankrupts. 


The Act does not affect the allow- 


ance to bankrupts of exceptions under 
the laws of tbe State where tbe bank- 
rupt has resided foi six months. A 
bankrupt must attent tbe first meet- 
ing of creditors and submit to all law- 
ful orders of the court. He cannot be 
compelled to attend a meeting more 
than 15!i miles from his booup. 


Imprisonment for a period n«t to 


exceed five years la the penalty upon 
conviction of the offense of having 
fraudulently wppropriated property or 
documents held as trustee and belong- 
ing to any bankrupt estate. 


The new Act supersedes a11 State 


laws on Bankruptcy, but no proceed- 
ings instituted prior to the passage ^of 
tbe law will be affected by it.

The Poor Must Bear the Burden—What 


Must be Stamped, and the 


Amount of Stamp. 


After April 1st every bond, debenture or certificate of indebted- 


ness issued hy a company or corporation will be taxed at the rate of five 
cents on every $100 of face value, and every transfer of shares or cer- 
tificates of stock can be accomplished only by pasting the evidence of 
these transactions with stamps amounting'to two cents for each $100 of 
face value. 


Whenever a sale or agreement to sell any products or merchandise 


for present or future delivery is made stamps must be cancelled, one cent 
fer every $100 in the value of such sale; 


When a bank check, draft or certificate of deposit is presented for 


payment it must bear a two-cent stamp. 


' Inland bills of exchange can be made legal only by stamping them 


with a two-cent stamp for each $100, while foreign bills of exchange 
must be stamped double that amount. 


A bill of lading or receipt for any goods to be exported must bear a 


ten-cent stamp. 


Every bundle sent by express or freight must have a 1 -cent stamp 


stuck on it. 


Under the new law telephone companies must keep an account of 


the number of messages or conversations carried on over their lines, for 
which there has been a charge of 15 cents or over, and they must pay 
the government at the rate of 1 cent for each of those messages. 


Jn addition to the fees of notaries public in the signing of bonds, 


guaranteeing a faithful performance of any duty the signers of such 
bonds must see that a 50-cent stamp is attached to them/ 


Whenever a ship is chartered that charter must bear a $3 stainp if 


the veasel tonnage is less than 300 tons, a fo stamp if between 300 and 
600 tons, and a §10 stamp it' over 600 tons. 


About all kinds of contracts are taxable under the law. 
A brok- 


er's note, or memorandum of sale of any goods, must bo ornamented 
with a 10-cent stamp. 
And deed whereby land or improvements are 


sold or transferred is taxed at the rate of t'O cents for each $500. 


A telegram cannot be sent by an operator if it does not have a cent 


stamp on its face. 


The entry of goods in a warehouse must be accompanied by can- 


celing stamps, a 25-cent stamp if the value is less than $100, a 50-cent 
stamp if between $100 and $500, and a $1 stamp if in excess of $500. 


When goods come out of a bonded warehouse they must bear 


another stamp with a face value of 50 cents. 


All kinds of insurance will be subjected to taxation except such in- 


surance concerns as are run on the plan of co-operation which does not 


insured. 
For each $100 of life insurance 


Scents, so that the tax of the usual $1,000 


yield a profit to those not 
taken out there is a tax of 
policy will be 80 cents. 


Marine, inland, fire and casualty, fidelity and guarantee insurance 


must pay a tax equal to one-half of one cent on each dollar of the pre- 
mium charged. 


Every lease for the rent of land or houses if for v.nc year will be . 


stamped with a 25-cent stamp, if between one and three years they 
must bear a 50-cent stainp, and if over three years a §1 stamp. 


Mortgages must be stamped with a 25-cent stamp if between $1,000 


and $1,500, and with anothet similar stainp for each §500 iu the amount. 


Tt has been estimated that $ 1,000 ,000,000 are spent annually by 


Americans traveling abroad. 
In the future these travelers must have 


their passage tickets stamped. It will take a $1 stamp if the ticket 
carrying them from the shores of America costs not more than $30, $3 
if costing between $30 and $60, and $5 if costing move than $60. 


It has been common for people to give proxies for voting at elections 


of officers of corporations or associations. 
In the future such proxies 


can be successfully challenged if they do not. have attached-to them a 
10-cent stamp. Exceptions are made in the cases of proxies for voting 
For officers of religion, charitable, literary societies and officers of

People no not like to have their notes protested. 
Such a proceed- 


ing not only injures the credit of the party making the note, but it 
costs something. 
In the future it will cost still more, for Unclo Sam 


must get 25 cents whenever such action is taken. 


Proprietary medicines are taxed, but physicians' prescriptions are 


exempt from taxation. 
The tax of mcdinical proprietary articles and 


preparations are as follows: Where the retail price is rive cents, one- 
eighth of one cent; where the retail price is between five and ten cents, 
two-eighths of one cent; between ten and fifteen cents, three-eights of 
one cent; between fifteen and twenty-five cents, five-eighths of one cent. 
For each additional twenty-five cents of retail price, or fractional price 
thereof five-eighths of one cent. 


Perfumery, cosmetics and other similar articles are taxed according 


to the retail price at the same rate adopted by proprietary medicines. 


Chewing gum is taxed 4 per cent on its retail price. 
Sparkling or other mines' when bottled, are taxed one cent per pint 


or less; two cents for bottles containing more than a pint. 


Corporations or individuals refining sugar or petroleum, or running 


a pipe lino whose annual receipts are over $250,000, will pay one-fourth, 
of one per cent on their gross receipts in excess of §250,000. 


Every man riding in a palace car, or occupying a berth in a sleep- 


ing car, will have his ticken ornamented with a 1-cent stamp, which 
ihe law specificially states must be paid by the company issuing it. 


Personal property, as legacies or distributive shaves arising from 


personal property transferred by a person having it in trust, is taxed. 
Where the value is between 110,000 and $25,000, the tax ranges from 
seventy-five cents to $5 for every hundred dollars of value, according to 
he degree of relationship between the deceased and the person entitled 
o any beneficial interest in such propetty. 
Where the value is between 


525,000 and $100,000 the rates of duty arc multiplied by one and one- 
mlf; where between $100,000 and $500,000, they are multiplied by two; 
where between $500,000 and $1,000,000, they are multiplied by two and 
one-half, and where in excess of $1,000.000, they are to be multiplied 
jy three. 


Persons, corporations, etc., engaged in making, packing or repack- 


ing mixed flour shall pay a tax at the rate of $12 per annum. 


In addition to the above, barrels of mixed flour of between 98 and 


196 pounds must bear a 4-cent stamp; between 4!) and 98 pounds, a 2- 
cent stamp; between 24J and 49 pounds, a 1-cent stamp. 


Beer, ale or porter will be taxed $2 instead of $1 per barrel. 
Bankers will be taxed $50 if the capital does not exceed §25,000, 


and 12 for every $1,000 in addition to that amount of capital. 


Stockholders will pay $50; pawnbrokers and commercial brokers, 


§20; custom house brokers, §10. 


Proprietors of theatars, m iseums, and concert halls will pay one 


hundred per annum in cities ot more than 25,000 population. 


. Proprietors of circuses must pay $100, and of all other shows pub- 


lic shows for money the tax is $10. 


Proprietors of bowling alleys and billiard rooms will pay $5 for 


each alley or table. 
The tax on tobacco is doubled and made 12 cents a pound, and a 


tax of $1 and $3.60 on every 1,000 cigars and $1.50 and $3.60 on 
every 1,000 cigarettes, is-levied, according to their weight. 
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
